Claims 1-5, 7, 8,. 10, 11 and 19 have been amended; and 
A new claim 20 has been added.

Claim 1 (amended), line 2, - having at least one light source disposed at the 
front end of the flashlight has been inserted after "housing". 

Claim 1 (amended), line 4, inserted -directly - before "connected". 

Claims 11-19 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance

Claims 1-10 and 20 are allowed. 
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The prior art of record, including US Patent No.: 5,103,384 (Drohan), does not 
show or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. Specifically, the prior art of 
record does not disclose a flashlight combining: 

A handgrip handle rotatably connected to a flashlight housing, and having 
its pivot axis coincident with its longitudinal axis; a clamping member 
directly connected the handgrip handle for pivotation together with the 
handgrip handle while being biased toward the housing as recited in the 
independent claim 1 amended as discussed above. 
The above-indicated combination - including the clamping member in 
combination with handgrip handle being rotatable while the clamping member being 
biased toward the housing- makes this invention unique. 

Drohan disclose a clamping member rotatably connected to the handgrip handle 
of a flashlight. However, Drohan does not teach the handgrip handle and the clamping 
member rotatable together about a pivot axis coincident with a longitudinal axis of the 
handle. Further, Drohan does not teach a biasing member positioned between the 
housing and the clamping member. Therefore, Drohan does not meet the limitations of 
the independent claim 1 amended as discussed above. 

Therefore, claim 1, amended as discussed above, is allowed over prior art. 
Claims 2-10 and 20 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the 
allowed amended base claim 1.
